The  armyr/orm  oiithreak  reported  in  the  last  nmriber  of  the  Bulletin  advanced 
northward  d'^oring  the  month,  developing  most  seriously  in  the  northern  third  of 
Illinois  and  southern  Wisconsin.  In  Ohio  and  Indiana  the  damage  seems  to  "be  less 
severe. 

Cu.tworms  continued  to  be  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  entomological  con- 
ditions over  practically  the  entire  country  extending  from  blaine  to  ITew  Mexico. 

The  grasshopper  situation  on  the  whole  does  not  seem  to  be  as  serious  as 

usual. 

The  Hessian  fly  in  Missouri,  Indiana,  and  Michigan  is  threatening.  In 
Kansas,  owing  to  the  very  dip/  weather,  the  killing  out  of  plants  by  the  Hessian  fly 
is  believed  to  have  been  advantageous  to  the  cr^'p. 

The  chinch  bug  is  generally  less  troublesome  than  'osual  in  the  eastern  parts 
of  its  range,  but  very  serious  in  Hebraska  and  Kansas. 

Tne  stalk  borer  is  reported  as  generally  numerous  in  Hew  England  and  in  the 
Ohio  Eiver  States,  and  reports  of  damage  also  have  come  from  Kansas  and  Eebraska. 

Heport  has  been  received  that  this  promises  to  be  the  worst  codling  moth  year 
ever  recorded  in  Washing'con  State. 

The  Oriental  fruit  moth  has  been  found  in  numerous  places  in  the  southeastern 

states. 

The  cherry  fruit-fly  continues  troublesome  in  parts  of  Oregon  and  a State 
q-'oarantine  on  the  shipping  of  this  fruit  from  these  sections  into  the  State  of  Calif- 
ornia has  been  promulgated. 


'The  very  unusual  flights  of  the  painted  lady  butterfly  reported  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Bullebin  seem  to  have  been  but  a reflection  of  a very  widespread  in- 
crease in  the  numbers  of  this  insect;  during  the  month  reports  of  unusual  numbers  of 
these  butterflies  and  their  larvae  were  received  from  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois, Minnesota,  and  Oregon,  and  also  from  the  Gila  Bend  section  of  Arizona  and  from 
the  State  of  Sinaloa  in  Mexico. 

The  Mexican  bean  beetle  during  the  month  was  discovered  in  Indiana  and  has 
materially  advanced  its  range  in  Ohio  and  Georgia,  as  well  as  making  substantial 
ground  over  the  rest  of  the  infested  territory.  In  Wyomdng  the  pest  has  extended 
its  range  30  miles  north  of  last  year's  irif estation.

The  rose  leaf-hcpper  has  been  a severe  pest  to  rose  bushes  this  suirmer  all 
over  the  western  part  of  hova  Scotia. 


On  the  Quetico  Forest  Peserve,  Ontario,  an  area  of  130  square  miles  of  red, 
white,  and  jack  pine,  biuned  over  in  1SS3,  is  heew/ily  infested  by  the  black  sawyer 
beetle,  Monochamus  scutellatus  (Say),  and  to  a much  lesser  extent  by  the  pine  savryer 
Ivlonochamus - notatu-s  (Drury),  A la^rge  section  of  virgin  pines  burned  over  in  the 
Kippewa  Lake  region,  ?,  Q,,  , in  1923  h£,s  also  been  heavily  attacked  by  sawyer  beetles 
with  consequent  serious  depreciation.

Soger  3.  Smith  (July):  We  had  a smadl  oiitoreak  of  the  lesser  mig- 
ratory gTciSshopper  d— S-iley;  on  alfalfa  at  the 

college  farm  last  year  iDut  this  year  they  are  more  plentiful.  Con- 
trol measures  are  teing  supplied.  They  are  T^^resent  in  their  usual 
numhers  in  western  Kansas. 

F.  C.  Bishopp  (Jrnie):  G-rasshoppers  were  reiDorted  to  he  damaging 

cotton  in  a niimher  of  north  Te^cas  counties.  At  first  the  injury 
occurred  only  in  bottom  lands  hut  later  uplands  were  also  invaded. 

At  Uvalde  some  cotton  fields  were  seen  to  he  injured  considerahlj?- 
hy  them.,  principally  the  luhher  grasshopper  (Brachystola  magna  Gir,  ) 
aud  the  differential  grasshopper  ( Melanoplus  differential is  Thos.). 

A large  amount  of  poisoned  haut  was  distributed. 

^,IL.  Gorkins  (July  lO):  lielanoplus  hivittatus  and  Camnula 

pellucida  are  late  and  less  abundant  than  last  year,  hut  are  doing 
dama.ge  in  most  of  the  irrigated  valleys  in  the  eastern  section  of 
the  State.  Ko  large  campaigns  are  yet  necessary  hut  many  locail 
infestations  are  being  talren  care  of.  An  altack  by  Anahrus  simplex 
Kald.  should  have  been  reported  three  months  ago.  One  campaign 
was  carried  on  with  aaod  results.  Kew  and  additional  territory 
is  now  being  infested  by  migrating  bands.  The  amouit  of  damage 
is  yet  problematical , 

B.  J.  hewcomer  (Juie  20 ) (Extract  from  Yakima  Republic,  June  17, 
1924):  Earmers  in  Colville  Comity  are  in  bad  straits  this  year, 

according  to  L.  M.  Holt,  supervising  engineer  for  the  Indian  reclam- 
ation service,  who  returned  yesterday  from  a trip  of  inspection  of 
the  irrigation  project  there.  Those  who  have  crops  mider  the  irri- 
^tion  project  are  having  them  destroyed  by  a plago.e  of  grasshoppers 
and  those  on  the  dry  farm  lands  have  no  crops  at  all.  This  is  the 
driest  swmer  in  15  years  according  to  the  weather  records  of  tliat 
section.  Grasshoppers  strip  the  fields  clean  as  they  go,  leaving 
nothing  but  the  stems  of  the  wheat  standing.  In  the  dry  land  areas 
the  grain  is  only  a few  inches  hi^  and  the  heads  are  shriveled.

witii  Uj.uavoraDle  weather  conditions,  caused  short  and  often  only 
partly  iillsd  wheat  beads  to  be  the  rule.  It  is  generally  realized 
that  Lhe  present  wneaw  crop  would  hawe  ibeah  hucli  better  if  the  fly 
had  non  maae  this  serious  double  attack  upon  tlie  plants.  Continued 
sifortB  w:..il  be  made  to  Increase  the  percentage  of  farmers  that  wil] 
await  uhe  fly-iree  dahe  this  f£.\Li  and  thus  decrsa.se  fly  injury  oh 
the  ne^-.t  crop  of  -winter  wzheat.

The  severe  Hessian  fly  infestation, 


whicn,  I reported  irom  wescern  Kansas  during  the  winter,  took  a very 
hxg^  tuon,  aiju  tne  farmers  in  that  section  consider  the  Hessian  fly 
a 0j.e3sing  rather,  than  a pest.  Conditions  for  seeding  last  fall 
were^^emc optionally  good  and  a very  hea,'73^  stand  of  wheat  was  secured. 
The  Hessian  iiy  aiso  ceing  abundant  killed  out  a good  part  of  the 
stand,  and  at  the  time  looked  a.s  thcu;|,h  it  had  ruined  the  prospects 
for  tne  wheat  crop.  This  spring,  howzevsr,  the  plants  tillered  out 
and  at  the  time  the  fly  was  emerging,  dry  weather  set  in  and  proved 
fatal  to  -the  eggs,  and  there  w/as  very  little  further  infestation 
tnis  spring.  Lry  weather  continued  until  harvest  time,  and  the 
xciimers  claim  that  if  the  fly  had  not  reduced  the  stand  last  fall 
tne^amounc  cl  on  the  grc'-und  -^/ould  have  been  too  grdat  for  the 

aiailaol.e  mcm.stiire  suppjy.  As  it  was,  with  the  reduced  stand, 
there  was  suilicient  moisture  for  the  crop  and  western  Kansas  is 
rolling  in  wealth  at-  the  present  time.  It  is  going  to  be  very 
da.fxi.culu  to  go  into  this  co'’mtry  and  talk  Hessian  fly  control 
moaoures  a,^u  t-xie  present  time.  (July  22):  The  data  on  the  average

J.  lY.i.lvIcColloch  (July  19):  The  wheat  straworm,  while  it  was  ver 

abundant  in  the  fields  of  northwestern  Kansas  this  year,  apparentl 
ddidnnotr reduce  the  yield  as  much  as  was  anticipated-  This  is  pro- 
■ bably  due  to  the  fact  tliat  the  second  brood  was  delayed  som^ewhat 
in  its  emergence,  and  at  the  samd  time  conditions  were  favorable 
for  early  mat'onity  of  . the  wheat  crop.  Wlaile  practically  every 
straw  was  infested,  yet  the  infestation  did  not  take  place  in  time 
for  the  heads  to  become  blitted.  (July  20):  The  area  of  heav- 

iest infestation  was  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  State  from 
G-raham  and  Finney  Counties  i^estward.  Sli^t  injury  was  general 
over  the  State.  No  actual  figures  are  available  yet  as  to  the 
real  loss,  Lfeny  samples  of  wheat  had  every  straw  infested  and 
the  heads  blitted  or  rjoorly  filled.

insect  have  been  received  so  far, 

U.  P.  Flint  (July  21 ):  The  hea\"y  rains  of  ifey  and  June  have  so 

reduced  the  numbers  of  this  insect,  that  there  will  probably  be  no 
necessity  of  taking  any  active  measures  of  combating  this  pest 
d‘'uring  the  present  summer.  It  is  present  in  fields  in  central 
and  southein  Illinois  in  smaller  numbers  than  has  been  the  case 
since  1912. 

L.  Hasemnn  (July  20):  The  pest,  in  spite  of  rains,  has  done  some 

migrating  in  southwestern  and  north-central  Missouri,  thou^i  over 
the  State  as  a whole  the  chinch  bug  situation  is  favorable.  Some 
"signs  of  fungus  are“  present. 
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M.  H.  Swenk  (June  15- July  10 ):  The  chinch  hug  lias  been  hy  far  the 

most  important  insect  pest  in  the  State  during  the  last  three  weeks.' 
The  area  seriously  infested  includes  the  10  comities  touching  tne 
southern  border  of  the  State,  from  Eichardscn  to  Furnas  Counties, 
inclusive,  and  eastwardly  extends  north  into  Hernaha,  Jolmson,  so'dth- 
western  Otoe,  southeastern  lahcaster,  and  northern  Saline  Counties, 
while  westwardly  it  is  practically  confined  to  the  southern  tier  of 
counties,  except  that  the  F^urnas  County  infestation  extends  well  up 
into  G-osper  Comity/.  Tlie  bugs  be^.n  leaving  the  wheat  in  the  south- 
ern tier  of  co^mties  d-uring  the  last  week  in  June,  chiefly  from 
Juie  35  to  28,  though  the  migration  did  not  start  in  some  fields 
until  the  first  week  in  July,  Duiung  the  last  four  or  five  days 
there  have  been  many  complaints  of  heavy  losses  of  corn  because  of 
invading  chinch  bugs.  The  weather  has  been  very  dry  in  huckolls, 
Webster,  Franklin,  Harlan,  and  Furnas  Coi'^nties,  and  these  counties 
are  suffering  the  heaviest  injuries,  especictlly  the  central  county 
of  the  block,  Franklin,  where  the  bugs  seem  to  be  especially  numer- 
ous. Eastwardly  Paiwie'e  Coimity  continues  to  show  the  heaviest  in- 
festation, as  stated  in  my  report  of  June  20, 

J.  W.  hcColloch  (July  19):  The  chinch  bug  has  been  especially  bad 

this  year  and  reports  corning  to  this  office  at  the  present  time 
indicate  that. some  farmers  have  lost  as  much  as  100  acres  of  corn 
and  sor^iums.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  heaviest  corres- 
pondence has  been  fromi  three  north-central  coimties.  (July  20): 

This  insect  has  been  worse  than  at  any  time  since  1913.  In  some 
areas  whole  fields  of  corn  and  sor^ums  have  been  destroyed. 

COFIT  mEWOmi  (Eellothis  obsoleta  Fab. ) 

E'ureau  of  Entomology  Monthly  Letter,  Ho.  122  (Juie):  W.  A..  Thomas, 

of  Chadbourn,  IT,  C. , investi^ted  an  outbreak  of  the  com  earwom 
on  tomatoes  in  South  Carolina  and  reported  that  this  insect  ha.s 
caused  considerable  injury  to  the  tomato  fruits. 

0.  I.  Snapp  (June  2):  The  corn  earworm  has  been  urosually  abund- 

ant in  middle  'Georgia  this  year,  doing  much  damage  to  youig  corn. 
Severe  injury  has  been  reported  from  at  least  six  counties. 

F.  S.  Chamberlin  (July  11 ):  Corn  earworm  larvae  of  all  sizes  are 

present  at  this  time.  The  ears  in  cornfields  of  this  region  were 
about  85  per  cent  infested. 

F.  C.  Eishopp,  throu;^-  J.  L,  Webb  (June):  Faring  Jame  the  corn 

earworm  was  quite  abundant  in  the  vicinity  of  Fallas.  Sweet  com 
in  gardens  was  almost  completely  ru.ined  and  tomatoes  were  attacked 
to  a considerable  extent. 

STALE  .BOHER  (Fapanpema  nitela  Guen. ) 


E.  M.  Patch  (July  22):  A report  from  Forth  Alfred  states:  ”The 

entire  planting  is  infested  with  them.” 
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P.  ?L.  Lo’vTi-y  (July  19):  A nninoer  of  rsporbs  ha.ve  leeii  reoei'/ed  oi 

injury  to  corn  and  tomatoes. 

A.  I.  Boorne  (July  24):  There  are  indications  of  a moderately 

severe  infestation  this  season.  Tomatoes  thus  far  appear  to  he 
the  crop  vorst  attacked.  One  report,  however,  of  very  severe  in- 
j"iry  to  iris  and  other  similar  plants  was  received  about  the  ICtli 
of  this  month, 

S.  W.  Mendenhall  (July  5);  Stadk  borers  are  doing  consideraole 
damage  in  the  northwestern  locality  of  Champaign  Co'inty  and  nearly 
ruined  som.s  cornfields. 

H.  K,  Pettit  (J^ily  22):  The  common  stalk  horer  is  steadily  hecom- 

ing  worse  year  hy  year.  It  is  nat^urally  confused  with  the  E^aropean 
corn  horer  and  every  mail  hrings  in  many  samples  of  the  stalk  horer 
working  in  corn. 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  22):  The  common  stalk  horer  lias  heen  unjisually 

ah'iandant  in  the  pa.st  few  weeks.  We  received  the  first  reports  of 
inj^nry  Jane  19  from  Evansville  idiere  they  were  attacking  tomatoes 
and  from  thait  time  on  the  noticeahly  infested  area  gi-adnally  worked 
northward  to  Port  Wayne,  where  reports  of  injury  were  first  received 
July  14.  This  insect  hms  heen  pretty  generally  ah'ondant  and  des- 
tructive throu^.out  the  State  and  ha^s  heen  especially  conspicuous 
the  past  two  weeks.  It  has  inj^ared  tomatoes,  com,  carnation, 
potato,  and  flower  garden  plants. 

W.  P.  Plint  (Jul^/"  21):  Tlie  common  stalk  horer  has  been  very  abund- 

ant this  season,  and  has  heen  sent  in  from  cotton,  corn,  tomatoes, 
potatoes,  ragreed,  smartweed,  soybeans,  oats,  and  several  other 
plants.  It  was  fouid  by  C.  C.  ComxDton  in  northern  Illinois  feed- 
ing in  ripe  strawberries.  larvae  are  now  about  one- third  grown, 

M.HH.  Swenk  (June  15- July  10):  The  stalk  horer  was  reported  as 

feeding  on  the  blades  of  corn,  esT:e dally  sweet  corn,  as  well  as 
hrmrowing  in  the  corns ta-lks  in  Jefferson  and  Webster  Cownties  during 
the  last  week  in  June.  This  pest  became  quite  numerous  during 
late  June  ar-d  early  July,  working  not  only  in  the  corn  hut  in  rasp- 
berry canes,  rose  stems,  and  various  ornamental  plants. 

J.  W.  McCollcch  (Jrly  18):  The  following  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived since  Jwne  20:  Eymer,  working  on  com;  Skidd.y,  dar'.aging 

tomatoes;  Lx^ons,  daira-ging  tomakoes;  and  Effin^^am,  working  on  a 
variety  of  plants,  principally  gardens  and  or:o.amental s. 

APHIWOPL'i  (Cirnhis  unrorncta  law.  ) 


T.  E.  Parks  (Jnne  23):  One  county  in  western  Ohio  reported  army- 

worms  inj^nring  corn  to  some  extent.  Tne  outbreak  is  localised  and 
not  reported  as  general  over  the  couity.  Poisoned  bran  mash  was 
used  successfdly. 
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J.  J.  Davis  (July  22):  Since  our  report  last  month  ve  liave  re- 

ceived additional  reports  of  injury  hy  arruju'orms  and  these  nave 
continued  up  to  July  12  ai^d  Imve  extended  to  the  extreme  northern 
end  of  the  State,  the  first  report  in  the  northern  'bo^rrlda^y  co'on- 
ties  being  June  23.  They  seem  to  be  fairly  hea'vily  parasitized, 

S.  3.  Dracker  (July  15):  Heavy  attacks  in  bottom  lands  of  south- 

ern Grant  Co"anty,  less  loss  in  Spring  G-rove  to’uiship,  Green,  a/nd 
several  southern  tomships  of  Hock  Co'^onty.  In  most  cases  poison- 
ed bran  was  applied  in  time  to  prevent  serioun  damage. 

W.  P.  Hlint  (Judy  21):  Armyv;orms  \7ere  very  abundant  and  destruc- 

tive in  some  40  or  more  counties  throue^out  the  State,  the  worst 
outbreaks  occurring  in  t?ne  northern  third  of  the  State.  A warn- 
ing was  sent  out  re^rding  the  probable  occurring  of  armyw53rms, 
and  severe  damage  was  prevented  in  m.any  cases  throu^  the  action 
of  the  cow.ty  agents.  The  loss  in  corn  from  this  pest  would 
amount  to  only  a small  fraction  of  the  corn  acreage  in  any  county 
where  the  outbreaks  occurred. 

SILV3R- STRIPED  WE3W0P1I  ( Cram  has  praef  ectellus  Z-inck. ) 

W.  E.  Britton  (July  18):  Eating  into  cornstalk  at  surface  of 

ground  at  Shelton. 

SOUTKERH  COFIT  ROOTWORM  (Piab^otica  12-punctata  Fab. ) 

J.  A.  Hyslop  (July  22):  For  the  first  time  in  the  past  six  years 

I have  observed  Southern  corn  rootwcnn  serioiTsly  damaging  sweet 
corn.  In  a small  patch  at  Avanel  abou.t  30  per  cent  of  the  plcints 
had  the  roots  so  badly  eaten  that  the  plants  were  upset  and  dead. 
Larvae  were  still  present  in  the  ground  at  this  date. 

J-  J.  Da.vis  (July  22):  The  southern  corn  rootworm  has  been  doing 
considerable  damage  to  sweet  corn  in  the  Riurdue  Experimental  plots 
ad  Lafayette  within  the  last  two  weeks. 

W.  P.  Flint  (July  21 ):  Adults  of  this  species  were  extremely 

abundant  during  May.  At  the  present  tine  reports  are  coming  in 
from  all  over  the  State  of  injury  to  corn  by  the  larva.  Larva.e 
of  the  fir-st  brood  are  now  pupating,  so  that  it  is  possible  that 
a considerable  second  brood  may  appear  this  season. 

SUGAR- CAFE  BEETLE  (Euetheola  ruaiceus  Lee.) 

F.  Shermaii  (July  5):  This  southern  species  occasionally  damages 

corn  in  our  warmer  sections.  There  ha,s  been  at  least  one  case  of 
noticeable  damage. 

L.  Easeman  (July  1-20):  This  is  our*  first  experience  with  this 

pest.  Attacking  com  at  Dexter  and  Dudley. 
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COEU  ROOT-IPHID  (At^Ms  maidi-rpcLicig  Portes) 

M,  H.  Swenk  (jkne  IS-J’oly  lO):  Inf on:.atioii  received  during  early 

July  indicated  that  the  preva.lence  of  the  corn  rooc-aphid  in  PranKi- 
lin  and  harlan  Counties,  mentioned  in  my  repsort  of  rune  20,  extends 
north  into  Phelps  County  also,  and  that  the  insect  has  "been  equally 
injm’ious  in  that  county  this  spring. 

ALFALFA  AITD  CLOVER 

ALFALFA  WEEVIL  (Phytonomus  nosticus  Gyll.) 

California  Weekly  ITe^vs  Letter,  State  of  California,  Vol.  6,  Wo,  15,  July  26: 

“That  insects  are  carried  and  transported  in  this  manner  ("by  auto- 
mohile)  is  well  demonstrated  by  the  findings  of  the  inspectors  at 
the  border  stations,  Lxrring  the  month  of  June  of  this  year  live 
insects,  ma.ny  of  them  alfalfa  weevils,  were  taken  from  61  automo- 
biles. As  many  as  140  live  alfalfa,  weevils  were  shaken  fromi  the 
camping  equipment  carried  by  one  automobile,  and  only  a few  days 
ago  40  live  alfalfa  weevils  were  intercepted  in  a sm.all  quantity 
of  green  a.lfalfa  hay  which  the  camper  had  gathered  in  Nevada. 
Interceptions  of  from  one  to  a dozen  or  more -alfalfa  weevils  in 
a live  condition  are  daily  occurrences  at  the  border  stations, 
and  any  one  of  these  lots  of  insects  if  not  intercepted  might  be 
the  m.eans  cf  introducing  the  pest  into  California,  thus  placing 
upon  the  alfalfa  grower  of  this  Stats  the  added  tax  of  control 
measures  to  suppress  it, 

Utah  G-eo.  I.  Peeves  (July  8):  We  ha.ve  done  little  scouting  in  new 

territory  for  the  alfalfa  weevil  this  year,  owing  to  lack  of  funds 
and  assistance  and  preoccupation  with  the  more  urgent  economic  work 
of  perfecting  the  dusting  m.9thod,  importing  parasites , and  assist- 
ing the  University  of  Nevada  to  adapt  our  control  measures  to  Nev- 
ada conditions.  The.  attack  has  been  severe  but  well  controlled 
in  Utah  and  Colorado.  The  attaxk  in  Utah  has  shown  an  increase 
over  last  year  corresponding  very  closely  with  the  increased  warmth 
and  earliness  of  the  season.  The  parasite  Eathyolectes  curculionis 
is  generally  present  both  in  damaged  and  undamaged  fields,  (July 
15):  Alfalfa  weevil  injury  is  noticeable  in  fields  east  of  River 

Kei^ts  and  some  other  parts  of  Cache  County. 

F-\LSS  CHINCH- BUG  (Hyzius  ericae  Schill.  ) 

Nebraska  M.  H.  Swerdo  (June  15- July  10):  Haring  the  last  half  of  Jure  and 

up  to  July  10  the  false  chinch- bug  has , like  the  true  chinch  bug, 
appeared  in  large  numbers  in  a part  of  the  State,  The  infested 
area  extend:s  from  Thom.as  County  west  to  Scottsbluff  County  and 
north  to  Dawes  Co'onty.  These  bugs  have  appeared  in  the  gardens, 
attacking  radishes , lettuce,  and  other  vegetables,  and  also  are 
reported  as  swarming  in  great  numbers  around  certain  weeds. 

Geo.  F.  Knowlton  (July  11 ):  The  false  chinch- bug  is  present  in 

northern  Utah  and  doing  damage  in  a few  fields.  As  a rule  tit'  - 
not  found  in  damaging  numbers. 
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QrABIMl  WSBT/OKM  (Loxoste.i^e  sinulalis  G-ueii.  ) 

Eoger  C.  Smith  (July  1-15):  We 'had  a large  State- wide  outbreak^ 

last  year  and  we  have  predicted  local  outhreaks  this  year.  lo  is 


plentiful  in  some  fields  at  I.hnhattan  and  Enporia. 


E.  C,  Bishopp  (June):  During  the  first  half  of  June  tne  weLworm 

appeared  in  destructive  numhers.  in  Dallas  and  other  north  Texas 
counties.  In  Dallas  Coun.ty  it  was  estimated  that  1 per  cent  of 
the. cotton  acreage  was,  infested  and.  most  of  this  very  seriously 
dama^ged.  Considerable  poisoning  v/ith  calcium  arsenate  was  resort- 
ed to. 


PM  APHID  (Illinoia  nisi  Kalt. ) 


PiOger  C.  Smith  (Apr.  12-i'/lay  2):  This  insect  has  been  present  in 

damaging  numbers  in  the  Kaw  Valley  for  the  last  three  springs. 

It  appeared  on  alfalfa  in  damaging  numbers  the  spring  of  1921  for 
the  first  time.  At  Manliattan  on  the  south  side  of  a building;  in 
the  Kaw  Valley  several  fields  were  d-estroyed  as  well  as  in  Lincoln 
County. 


PALL'  AEiWIWOPIv!!  ( Lawhy f rugiwe rda  S.  '&  A.  ) 

T.  E.  Holloway  and  W.  E.  Haley  (July  3):  This  pest  had  defoliated 

alfalfa,  and  had  partly  defoliated  corn  and  sugir  cane.  Only  a 
few  acres  were  observed  infested.  Pew  lamvae  are  now  on  the 
plants,  and.  they  have  a.ppa.rently  left  to  pupate.  These  observa- 
tions were  madle  at  Paceland.  Hear  Houma  the  same  day  lamvae  were 
frequently  observed  on  su^r  cane,  but  were  not  doing  much  damage. 
It  is  likely  that  the  pest  will  be  controlled  by  parq.sites. 

GPEK'I  CLOVER  JOEM  (PlathRReg^  scabra  Pab.  ) 

E.  H.  Harned  (June  20):  An  insect  tlmt  is  probably  the  green 
clover  worm  has  been  reported  as  seriously  damaging  alfalfa  in 
Bolivar  County. 

2EBHA  CATEPPILLAE  (Ceramica  uicta  Harr, ) 


J.  J,  Davis.  (July  22):  In  a few  fields  of  sweet  clover,  notably 

one  field  in  Dandolph  County,  the  zebra^  caterpillars  were  abund- 
ant. Tliey  Were  'hardly  abundant  ■ enou^i  to  damage  ■ the  crop,  however. 

VAEIEGATED  CUTFOEli  (Lycophotia  marga-ritosa  Haw.  ) 

¥.  P.  Pliiit  (July  21):  • This -cutworm  has  been  niore  than  usually 

ab'ondant  in  clover  and  alfalfa.  It  lias  doubtless  reduced  the 
yield  of  hay  fromi  both  these  crops,  althou^  no  cases  have  been 
reported  where  fields  have  been  destroyed.

These 
insects  are  especially  serious  on  Melilotus. 

SOYBSi^dT 

BRO^^J  COLASPIS  ( Colaspis  hrunnea  Fah. ) 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  22):  Adults  were  reported  from  Nashville  on 

J^jly  18  as  conspicuously  eating  the  foliage  of  soybeans.  This 
insect  is  becoming  increasingly  abundant  and  destructive,  the 
beetles  eating  the  foliage  of  clover  and  soybeans  ard  the  grubs 
injuring  corn  plants  following  clover,  especially  if  the  clover 
is  plowed  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  Inasmuch  as  it  seems  to  have 
a preference  for  clover  roots,  we  wo 'old  suggest  the  common  name 
of  clover  white  grub  for  this  insect. 

LESSEE  COM  STALK- BOEEE  (Elasmopalpus  lignosellus  Zell.) 

J.  W.  Ingram  (July  21):  During  the  latter  part  of  June  larvae 

of  the  lesser  corn  stalk-borer  were  found  attacking  soybean  plants 
near  Crowley.  In  some  cases  the  injury  to  the  young  plants  was 
so  great  as  to  necessitate  replanting  of  the  beans.  Adult  speci- 
mens were  sent  in,  and  were  determined  by  r.Ir.  Heinrich.  At  pres- 
ent tne  borers  are  still  at  work  in  the  beans,  but  the  soybeans 
are  too  large  to  be  killed  outri^d  by  tunneling,  althouda  they 
are  easily  broken  off  in  cultivation. 


SORGHUM  AND  KAFIE 

COET-LEAF  APHID  (Aphis  maid  is  Fitch) 

J.  k.  McColloch  (Judy  18);  The  following  reports  have  been  receiv- 
ed recently:  Neosho  Eapids,  seriously  injuring  cane  and  kafir; 
p'orlingoon,  have  seriously  injured  35  acres  of  kafir;  and  Ida, 
seriously  injuring  kafir. 


KAFIR  ART  ( Solenopsis  moles ta  Say) 

J.  W,  i/icColloch  (July  20):  At  Eskridge  farmers  have  had  to  re- 

plant sorgnun  two  and  three  times.  A farmer  at  Westphalia  has 
been  ^^nable  to  get  a stand  of  feterita.  Damage  has  also  been 
reported  from  Eureka. 
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FRUIT  INSECTS 
APPLE 

GREEN  APPLE  APHID  (Auhis  nomi  DeG,  ) 

A.  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  The  green  apple  aphid  V7as  very  ahundant 

this  year,  attaining  unusual l3^~ large  numbers  rather  rapidly.  The 
natural  enemies  seemed  to  overtake  the  lice  before  they  had  been 
able  to  do  any  serious  amount  of  dam^age.

C.  R.  Crosby  and  assistants:  A serious  outbreak  was  reported  on 

nursery  stock  at  Honeoye  FaAls  on  July  5.  Tliis  insect  is  also 
reported  from  Dutchess  County  as  being  very  numerous  on  young 
trees  and  in  Ulster  County  it  was  also  becoming  numerous, 

S.  B.  Tracker  (July  15):  Reported  from  the  following  counties: 

Douglas,  Eau  Claire,  Florence,  Marinette,  Ozaukee,  Portage  (bad), 
Rock,  Washington,  Vfeukesha,  and  Winnebago,  attacking  apple. 

ROSY  APPLE  APHID  (Anur aphis  roseus  Baker) 

A.  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  The  rosy  apple  aphid  is  very  generall^^- 

distributed  throughout  the  Stats  in  orchards  and  is  apparently 
more  abundant  than  it  1ms-  been  for  a considerable  period  of  years. 
Migration  began  about  the  first  week  in  July  and  was  apparently 
very  nearly  complete  by  the  end  of  the  second  week. 

C.  R.  Crosby  and  assistants:  This  insect  has  been  reported  as 

unusually  abundant  throu^iout  practically  the  entire  apple  grow- 
ing section  of  the  State,  both  in  western  New  York  and  in  the 
Hudson  Valley. 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July.  17):  The  rosy  apple  aphid  has  been  found  in 

practically  every  orchard  of  this  fruit  section,  but  injury  by  this 
species  has  been  of  little  consequence  this  season  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

CODLING  MOTH  ( Carpocapsa  pomonella  L. ) 

A.  I,  Bourne  (July  24):  The  codling  moth  this  year  has  not  ap- 

parently been  as  serious  a pest  as  usual.  The  very  first  of  the 
second- generation  moths  are  just  emerging  at  this  timm. 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  22):  The  codling  moth  is  not  nearly  as  abundant 

this  year  as  in  past  seasons. 

B.  A.  Porter  (July  25):  The  second  brood  of  moths  began  emerging 

on  July  6. 

S,  B.  Tracker  (July  15):  Reported  from  Brc^n,  Dodge,  Green,  Lake, 
Monroe  and  Walworth  Counties,  attacking  apple. 
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•W.  P.  Plint  (July  21):  The  second-brood  codling  moth  was  greatly 

delayed  by  the  cold,  wet  weather  of  the  sioring.  Adults  did  not 
emerge  in  the  extreme  southern  part  of  Illinois  until  July  12,  ana 
have  just  started  coming  out  in  the  Olney-Central ia  fruit  districts 
Clay,  Richland,  and  Marion  Counties.  Hie  insect  is  less  abundant 
than  usual  throu^.out  the  State. 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July  17):  Prequent  rains  during  the  latter  part 

of  iia,y  and  in  June  washed  the  spray  solutions  from  the  apple  at 
the  time  when  the  first-brood  worms  were  hatching  in  large  numbers. 
As  a result,  the  codling  moth  is  unusually  abundant  in  many  orchards. 
A larger  number  of  ”sMngs”  are  evident  this  year  than  is  the  usual 
case.  Second-brood  worms  are  now  entering  the  fruit. 

P.  J.  Uewcomier  (July  7):  'This  promises  to  be  one  of  the  worst 

codling  moth  years  ever  experienced  in  Washington.  Continued  warm 
weather  during  Ivlay  resulted  in  more  eggs  being  deposited  than  usual, 
an  average  of  over  30  per  female  being  obtained  while  in  cool  sea- 
sons the  average  is  as  low  as  6,  A li^t  crop,  due  to  late  frosts, 
makes  the  situation  worse,  and  a very  early  season  will  allow  the 
v/orms  to  work  longer  than  us^oal , and.  will  probably  result  in  a 
larger  third  brood  than  nonnal . The  first  full-grown  worms  were 
found  leawung  the  fruit  on  J'jne  9,  while  the  average  date  for  this 
valley  is  Jnne  21. 

APPLE  LEAP-SIH^LSTOinzSR  (Canarsia  hairmondiP-Riley) 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July  17):  Injury  caused  by  the  first-brood  larvae 

of  the  apple  leaf- skeleton! zer  is  quite  comimon  at  this  time,  es- 
pecially on  trees  not  yet  in  bearing  which  often  do  not  receive 
the  late  summer  sprays.  This  insect  caused  much  dam^age  to  yo'ong 
trees  last  season. 

PRlilT-TREE  LEAP- ROLLER  ( Cacoecia  arg^rospila  Ualk.  ) 

C.  R.  Crosby  and  assistants:  Reported  present  in  large  numbers 

in  many  orchards  in  Ontario  County,  and  very  severe  in  Orleans 
County,  damaging  a large  amo^ont  of  fmait. 

Geo.  P.  Knowlton  (July  15):  Pruit-tree  leaf- rollers  are  numerous 

in  the  moth  stage  and  have  been  depositing  eggs  for  the  last  two 
weeks  in  Cache  Valley.  So  far  a.  great  number  of  egg  masses  have 
been  deposited  in  the  infested  orchards. 

APPLE  AIID  THOPIT  SKELETOUIZER  (Hemerouhi-la  nariana  Clerck) 

A.  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  The  apple  and  thorn  skeletonizer  is  gi'ad- 

^jally  spreading  to  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  first  cocoons  of 
the  first  generation  were  noted  about  June  24  to  27,  and  early  in 
July  the  moths  of  the  second  brood  began  to  appear. 

U.  E.  Britton  (J^oly  19):  Much  less  abundant  than  last  year  at 

New  Haven. 
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TENT  CATEEPILLAH  (Ife-lacosoma.  americana  Fab,  ) 

P.  H.  Lowry  (July  12):  Adults  are  now  emerging.  Has  been  very 

common  but  hardly  as  numerous  as  last  year  in  this  locality  (Durham). 

C,  R,  Crosby  and  assistants:  Many  trees  especially  on  roadsides 

practically  defoliated  in  Columbia  County,  i/hile  these  insects  have 
been  doing  much  damage  in  neglected  orchards  in  Genesee  County. 

S.  B.  Fracker  (July  15):  Reported  from  Sauk  County  attacking  apple. 

WHITE-MARKED  TUSSOCK  MOTH  {Hemerocampa  leucostigma  S.  & A.  ) 

W.  P.  Flint  (July  21):  This  insect  is  quite  abundant  throu^out 

central  Illinois  and  has  occurred  in  greater  numbers  in  apple  or- 
chards than  is  usually  the  case.  The  first-brood  larvae  are  now 
maturing. 

APPLE  LE/^-FHOPPERS  ( Erythroneura  hartii  Gill.  , and  E.  obi i qua  Say) 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July  17):  These  two  species  of  leafhoppers  cause 

considerable  injury  to  apple  during  most  seasons  in  northwestern 
Arkansas,  The  first-brood  nymphs  were  not  as  abundant  as  usual 
this  year,  because  of  a late  spring  with  much  cool  weather  and 
frequent  rains.  Second-brood  nymphs  are  now  hatching  and  with 
continued  hot  weather  heavy  infestations  of  hoppers  are  likely  to 
occur.  This  is  the  first  season  that  sprays  have  been  applied 
for  the  control  of  these  apple  leafhoppers  in  commercial  orchards. 

ROSE  LSAFHOPPER  (Snuoa  rosae  L. ) 

A.  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  Ifeterial  which  was  sent  to  Dr.  E.  D.  Ball 

was  determined  as  rosae.  These  insects  have  been  present  in  un- 
usually large  numbers,  many  growers  stating  that  the  infestation 
wwas  the  worst  they  had  experienced  for  years. 

A-  J.  Ackerman  (July  17):  This  leaf  hopper  apparently  is  no  longer 

abundant  enou^  in  apple  orchards  to  cause  much  injury.  Evidently 
the  continued  use  of  dormant  sprays  with  oil  emulsions  has  prevented 
the  overwintering  eggs  of  this  leafhopper  from  hatching. 

POTATO  LEAFHOPPER  (ihiuoasca  mali  LeB. ) 

A.  J,  nckerraan  (July  17):  The  potato  leafhopper  caused  some  injury 

in  bearing  apple  orchards  as  well  as  on  young  apple  trees,  in  1923, 
and  a^in'this  sea.son.  Most  of  the  injury  results  from  feeding  by 
the  overwintering  adults  and  by  the  first-brood  nymphs.  Curling 
of  the  terminal  leaves  followed  by  the  characteristic  hopperburn 
of  the  tips  is  evident  in  most  orchards  but  injury  is  not  severe 
enou^  to,  require  a special  spray  application  for  this  insect. 
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SAIT  J0S3  SCALE  (Asnidiotns  -cerniciosns  • Comst . ) 

H.  F.  Fietz  (July  ll):  A hnmoer  of  cases  of  spray  injury  from 

various  parts  of  the  State  nave  "been  hrou^t  to  our  attenoicn. 

Both  1 im 9- sulphur  solution  and  Bordearoc  mixture  have  caused  severe 
Burning  in  many  instances,  ■pro'bahly  due  to  the  variaBle  climaoic 
conditions,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  lack  of  siuiohine 
during  lilay  and  June  plants  have  made  an  unus'ually  tender  growth.. 

E.  A.  Porter  (July  25):  As  a result  of  effective  spraying  with 

oil  emulsions,  most  of  the  commercial  orchards  in  southern  Indiana 
are  more  nearly  free  of  scale  than  they  have  Been  for  several  years. 
In  occasional  neglected  or  poorly  sprayed  orchards  the  scale  is 
present  in  aBout  the  usual  aBundance,  Along  with  most  everything 
else,  the  scale  is  aBout  two  weeks  Behind  schedule,  and  the  second 
Brood  of  crawlers  has  not  yet  appeared  at  this  date. 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July  16):  Dormant  sprays  with  luBricating-oil 

emiflsions  during  the  past  three  years  in  Arl-^nnsas  apple  orchards 
have  proved  entirely  satisfactory  in  controlling  the  San  Jose 
scale.  There  is  only  an  occasional  orchard  in  the  section  wnere 
any  see le-spotting  of  fruit  can  Be  found  at  the  present  tim-e. 

S.  B.  Fracker  (July  15):  Reported  from  Ozaukee  County  attacking 

apple  on  this  date. 

E.  J.  Fewcomer  (July  17):  Crawlers  of  the  San  Jose  scale  were 

first  cBserved  on  I-lay  25.  ITo  unusual  infestations  have  Been  re- 
ported to  date, 

APPLE  FRUIT- CHAFER  (Metachroma  in  ter  run  turn  Say) 

B.  A.  Porter  (July  25):  A small  amount  of  injury  caused  By  tliis 

insect  in  July  in  one  apple  orcBiard  near  Decker,  not  as  aBundant 
as  last  year. 

APPLE  FLEA- WEEVIL  (Orchestes  nallicornis  Say) 

A.  J.  Ackerman  (July  17);  Ihe  apple  flea-weevil  is  more  aBundant 
in  northwestern  Arkansas  than  in  former  years  and  it  may  Be  found 
in  practically  every  orchard  of  the  section.  Clean  cultivation, 
whicli  is  practiced  in  most  orchards,  has  prevented  the  insect  from 
causing  serious  damnge. 

PLUIi  CuRCULIO  ( Conotrachelus  nenuphar  EBst . } 

A.  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  Hot  much  damage  in  tlie  western  part  of 

the  State,  Injury  in  western  Middlesex  County  estimated  at  60 
per  cent  of  normal;  seems  to  prefer  Duahess  apples.  Unusually 
serious  in  Bristol  County,  25  to  50  .per  cent  of  fruit  on  wel?.- 
sprayed  trees.  In  Plymouth  County  it  is  the  worst  orchard  pest. 
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C.  Croshy  and  assistants;  In  Cclmhia’  Co'onty  injury  cairsed  oy 
this  ihsect'  doe's”  not  appeer  to  he  as  serious  as  in  previous  years, 

In  Dutchess  Co'onty.  injury  is  rather  severe  in  some  orchards,  and 
in  one  orchard  50  per  cent  of  the  fruit  is  injured. 

S.  B.  Pracker  (July.  15):  Deported  from  Dodge Monroe , arN  Pierce 

Counti  -s,  attacking  apple.  , ■ 

L.  Kasem.an  (July  11 ):  Phis  pest  is  with  us  every  year  hut  this  is 

a real,  epidemic  in  the  Waverly  district.  Four  curculios  on  some 
apples,  and  is  more  s.erious  in  ahundance.as  compared  with  an  aver  a 
year. 

ROSE  LEAF- BEETLE  (Nodonota  puncticollis  Say) 

C.  R,  Croshy  and  assistants:  In  Dutchess  County  this  insect  has 

heen  noted  injuring  apples  and  pears  hut  so  far  the  injury  has  heen 
sli^.t.  In  Ulster  County  injury  hy  this  insect  is  rather  sli^t 
hut  widesprea.d. 

Pt.  B.  Lott  (July  2):  This  chrysomelid  was  doing  considerable  dam- 

age to  yo'ong  fruits  on  apples,  sometimes  eating  half  of  apples  the 
size  of  a walnut. 

EUROPEAIT  RED  MITE  ( Para t e t ran y chus  pilosus  C.  & F. ) 

A-  I.  Bourne  (July. 24):  Gradually  increasing  in  numhers.  It  has 

now  spread  to  practically  every  part  of  the  State,  In  unsprayed 
orchards  or  those  which  were  not  treated  with  oil  during  the  dormant] 
season,  the  pest  is  occasionally  assuming  tremendous  proportions, 
and,  if  this  condition  of  drou^t  persists  for  any  length  of  time 
the  effects  will  in  somie  cases  he  very  marked. 

Philip  Carman  (July  22):  Very  little  work  of  this  pest  has  so  far 

heen  seen  in  New  Haven  County, 


B.  A,  Porter  (July  25):  Conspicuous  injury  was  noted  in  one  small 

plifn  orchard  near  Decker,  on  July  24.

John  B.  Gill  (June  30);  Fne  pecan  nut  case-bearer,  Acrobasis_ 
hebescella  Hiulst  , has  been  very  destructive  in  pecan  orchards 
around  Ba,conton,  DeWitt,  Putney,  and  Albany,  during  the  present 
season.  The  infestation  at  Thomasville  is  considerably  lifter 
than  that  of  the  Albany  district.  Much  damage  has  been  done  by 
the  larvae  of  the  first  generation,  especially  since  there  was 
such  a small  crop  of  nuts  set  in  most  orchards  of  this  general 
region.  The  parasitic  enemies  of  this  pest  are  becoming  quite 
ab'ondant  at  this  writing  and  it  is  not  eicpected  that  the  second 
generation  will  be  very  large* 

R.  P.  Colmer  (July  lO):  In  unsprayed  orchards  the  pecan  nut 

case-bearer  lias  caused  loss  of  about  half  the  crop.  Where  ar- 
senical sprays  were  used  the  loss  has  been  controlled  to  a great 
degree, 

PECAH  LIAF  CASE- BEARER  (Acrobasis  nebulella  Riley) 

John  B.  Gill  (June  30):  Tlie  moths  of  the  pecan  leaf  case-bearer 

are  commonly  observed  at  this  tim.e  in  pecan  orchards  of  southern 
Georgia.  Egg  laying  has  been  in  progress  for  several  weeks  and 
present  indications  point  to  a heavy  infestation  for  another  year. 
Doubtless  many  growers  will  spray  their  orchards  during  August 
and  September  for  the  control  of  this  insect, 

FALL  '^TFBWOEM  (Hyphen tria  cunea  Drury) 

Oliver  I.  Sna-pp  (JuixS  23):  The  fall  webworm  has  started  to  attack 

pecans  in  this  section  (Perry).  Several  nests  were  fo^mid  today. 

John  B.  Gill  (July  17):  The  fall  webworm  is  occurring  in  injurious 

nvimbers  in  many  pecan  orchards  of  this  section  (Thomasville).  The 
larvae  of  the  second  generation  will  likely  cause  considerable 
damage  in  unsprayed  orchards.

R.  ?.  Colmer  (July  lO):  The  fall  wehv/oiin  makes  earliest  a-ppear- 

ance  in  several  years  in  Jackson  County*  Purs rmmon  and  hickory 

in  woods  completely  defoliated.  Is  "being  controlled  in  orchards 
"by  'burning  with  torches.  Damage  is  great  in  poorly  kept  orchards. 

K.  L.  Cockerhiam  (July  15);  Severe  outbreaks  of  the  fall  webworm 
have  occurred  much  earlier  this  spring  than  usual.  On  Jime  15 
I noted  the  owner  of  a 600~acre  pecan  grove  using  hired  labor  to 
clip  egg  clusters  and  broods  of  young  worms  from  the  trees,  so 
severe  was  the  infestation.  All  throu^  the  Gulf  Coast  section 
the  infestation  has  been  early  and  in  most  cases  rather • severe. 

PSCAIT  SPITTLE- SUG  (Clast  opt  era  obtusa  Say) 

R.  P.  Colmer  (J-one  30);  Largest  infestation  of  spittle-bugs  in 
years  in  Jackson  County,  Idler e spraying  for  pecan  scab  is  prac- 
ticed, the  spittle-bug  is  controlled  completely, 

(Phylloxera  spp. ) 

R.  R.  Harned  (July  7);  Ajre  still  apparently  more  numerous  on 
pecan  trees  througiout  this  State  than  during  any  recent  year.' 

Many  more  complaints  in  regard  to  these  insects  have  been  received 
this  year  than  at  any  time  in  the  past.  Most  of  these  complaints 
have  been  received  from  the  western  part  of  the  State. 

COSSID  BORER  ( Cossula  immiif  ica  St  reck,  ) 

John  B.  Gill  (July  17):  A report  from  Fowl  River  states  tthat  the 

hickory  cossid  borer  is  doing  some  damage  to  orchard  pecan  trees 
of  that  section,- 

YJALITUT  CATERPILLAR  (Pat aha  intewerrima  G.  & R. ) 

John  B,  Gill  (July  17):  Occasional  colonies  of  the  wa.lnut  C8.ter- 

pillar  are  observed  on  pecan  trees,  but  the  insect  does  not  appear 
to  be  8.S  lorevalent  as  us^oal  for  this  season  of  the  year, 

LITTLE  KICICORI  APEID  (Monel  lia  carvel  la  Fitch) 

John  B,  Gill  (July  17):  The  little  hickory  aphid  is  iiovr  appearing 

in  large  numbers  on  the  foliage  of  pecan  trees  in  tliat  section.

A.  I.  Bounne  (July  24):  The  cranberry  snout-beetle  or  weevil 

has  been  found  quite  widely  distributed  over  the  Cape  section 
and,  in  a few  isola^ted  cases,  has  caused  90  to  95  per  cent  injury. 
This  pest,  however,  covers  only  a relatively  small  acreage  of  bog 
land  in  its  area  of  infestation.

Massachusetts  A,  I.  Bourne  (July  24):  The  hlack-headed  fireuorm  is  present  in 

about  norical  abundance. 

HCSE-CHAEER  (Macrodactylus  subsninosus  Eab. ) 

Ivlassachusetts  A.  I,  Boiirne  (July  24):  Reports  from  the.  Cape  region,  from  our 

cranberry  substation,  note  the  abundance  of  rose-chafers  and  that 
they  liave  been  even  found  on  cranberry  bogs,  althou^  no  extensive 
amount  of  feeding  by  them  has  been  noted  to  date. 

G-IPSY  MOTH  (Porthetria  disuar  L, ) 

Massachusetts  A.  I.  Bourne  ('July  24):  Hr.  Lacroix,  of  the  cranberry  substation, 

reports  that  the  gipsy  moth  larvae  are  present  in  considerable  abund- 
ance on  several  cranberry  bogs  in -southern  Plymouth  County,  although 
not  to  be  seen  in  any  great  numbers  in  adjoining  woodland  or  in 
orchards  near  by. 
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PAINTED  LADY  BUTTERFLY  (’Vanessa  cardni  L.) 

T*  Parks  ( Jime  29) : These  larvae  are  now  devoiiring  Canada 
thistles  in  the-  northwestern  quarter  of  the  State*  Many  counties 
report  thistles  "being  devoured  during  the  last  week  of  June« 

The  larvae  are  also  reported  feeding  on  plantain  and  timothy 
to  a small  extent*  Caterpillars  were  pupating  June  29*  No 
migration  of  "butterflies  was  reported. 

R.  H*  Pettit  (Jialy  1):  This  State  is,  experiencing  an  out"break 
of  a "butterfly  larva  which  I suspect  is  'Vanessa  cardui»  The 
larvae  have  appeared  in  the  western  part  of  tthe  State  in  such 
num"bers  that  they  practically  covered  the  ground  and  have  "been 
the  occasion  of  much  excitement  among  county  agents  and  growers 
who  expect  the  larvae  to  attack  oats,  corn,  and  other  valua"ble 
crops  Just  as  soon  as  they  finish  on  thistles.  The  thistles 
have  "been  completely  killed  out  in  many  fields  and  very  marked 
good  has  "been' done' at  the  expense  of  a small  amount  of  peppermint 
and  soybeans,  Down  in  the  peppermint  "belt  at  Mentha  it  was 
necessary  to  spray  some  new  fields  of  peppermint  in  order  to 
save  the  ^stand,  ' However,  the  amount  of  real  damage  done  "by  this 
creature  is  negligi"ble  and  the  amount  of  good  very  great.  This 
larva  happens  to  "be  here  at  the  time  when  armyworms  are  starting 
in  to  make  trou"ble  and,  unfortunately,  the  two  are  donfused, 

(July  22):  Cur  larvae  aco^  thistles,  which  proved  to  "be  Vanessa 
cardui,  are  through  working  and  the  adults  are  now  flying. 

Great  good  has  resulted  from  the  enormous  nura"bers  which  worked 
over  the  State  this  year. 

J,»  Davis  (July  22):  Additional  reports  on  thesthistle 
caterpillar  show  that  this  caterpillar  occurred  throughout  the 
State  and  attacked  especially  Canada  thistle,  "burdock,  and 
hollyhock.  No  injury  to  cultivated  crops  has  "been  reported, 
excepting  in  one  instance  the  county  agricultural  agent  at 
Angola,  in  the  extreme  northeastern  corner  of  the  State,  reported 
injury  to  a field  of  tansy, 

H,  F,  Dietz  (July):  The  thistle  caterpillar  was  responsible 
for  considerable  injury  at  Indianapolis  and  other  points  to 
ornamental  plants  such  as  Mexican  thistle  (Echinops).  bugloss 
(Anchusa) . and  hollyhocks, 

W.  P,  Flint  (July  21):  Adults  of  this  species  werewery 
abundant  in  May  and  the  larva  was  more  abundant  than  ever  before 
recorded  from  this  State,  The  area  over  which  fhey  occurred 
in  nunibers  Wits^-^onfin-od-  tp-  th©;. tF.b*"^birds ' ..  . 

of  the  State,  Larvae  were  found  feeding  on  dog  fenn^,  tkistles 
of  all  species,  burdock,  cocklebur,  hollyhock,  and  sunflowers. 

In  one  case  larvae  of  this  species  almost  completely  defoliated 
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6 acres  of  soybeans.  None  of  the  bean  plants  were  killsd  but 
the  crop  received  a serious  set-"ba--k:  and  will  probably  make  a 
lighter  yield  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  this  insect 
not  fed  upon  ito  Parasites  are  now  greatly  reducing  the  numbers 
of  larvae,  and  while  second-brood  adults  are  abroad,  they  are 
not  appearing  in  large  numbers. 

Am  G-L  Ruggles  (July  9):  Another  interesting  insect  to  report  is 
one  that  is  feeding  on  Canada  thistle.  This  particular  one  has 
caused  a considerable  lot  of  interest  among  the  farmers  in 
general  and  we  have  had  a great  many  specimens  sent  in  with  request 
that  we  rear  the  insect  and  send  it,  out  to  them  to  control  Canada 
thistles  whenever  abundant, 

Don  C,  Mote  (May  20):  Attacking  Amsinckia  intei^media,  “fiddle 
neck,"  at  Medford,  (June  4):  Report  of  extensive  infestation 
on  Canadian  thistles  in  Benton  County,  Many  larvae  found  dead, 
probably  caused  by  some  wilt  or  fungus. 

Am  Tim  Morrill  (July  11):  Migrating  larvae  of  this  butterfly  w ere 
noted  in  enormous  numbers  crossing  a desert  road  in  the  Yaqui 
Valley  near  Cajeme,  Sonoi'a,  Mexico,  on  the  pd  and  4th  of  March, 

No  adults  were  seen  at  this  time.  The  caterpillars  had  been  feeding 
on  a malvaceous  plant  resembling,  but  probably  not  identical  with, 
Sphaeralcea : emoryi.  On  March  S the  caterpillars  were  noted  in 
large  numbers  on  the  desett  near  Gila  Bend,  Jfericopa  County, 

Arizona,  and  it  was  feared  that  they  might  prove  destructive  to 
cotton  on  ranches  in  that  vicinity o 

It  was  reported  that  the  butterflies  had  been  very  abundant  for 
several  days  preceding  my  visit  at  Gila  Bend,  butbon  March  S they 
were  comparatively  scarce,  Pggs  were  found  on  common  globe  mallow 
and  larvae  were  found  in  small  numbers  on  this  plant.  In  the 
desert  the  insects  had  developed  principally  on  an  unidentified 
plant,  which  was  practically  stripped  of  fbliage  wherever  found. 

On  March  23  another  brood  of  adults  was  appearing  in  the  vicinity 
of  Gila  Bend,  Eggs  were  being  deposited  in  large  numbers  on 
globe  mallow  but  none  could  be  found  on  Sphaeralcea  emoryi,  Ivlany 
butterflies  were  present  in  the  alfalfa  fields,  but  no  eggs  were 
being  deposited  on  alfalfa. 

Early  in  May,  when  stopping  at  Los  Mochis  in  Sinaloa,  Mexico, 

I noted  that  the  painted  lady  butterfly  was  fairly  common  and  that 
the  larvae  were  common  on  globe  mallow,  but  no  extensive  migration 
of  adults,  such  as  occurred  in  northern  Mexico,  Arizona,  and 
California,  was  noted  by  entomologists  stationed  in  this  part 
of  the  State  of  Sinaloa,  In  the  Gila  Bend  section  of  Arizona  the 
butterflies  did  not  show  any  interest iin  volunteer  cotton  sprouts, 

GARDEN  W E3W OHM  (Loxostege  similalis  Guen,  ) 

To  Roy  Reid  (June  19):  Dwight  Isely,  associate  entomologist. 

College  of  Agriculture,  has  examined  a number  of  the  specimens  of 
the  insect  which  have  be^  reported  as  armyworms.  He  states  that  the 
insect  is  the  garden  webworm,  A letter  I have  just  received  from 
him  states  that  the  garden  webworm  is  covering  a widespread  area

A*  G.  Ruggles  (July  9)i  We  have  had  more  than  the  usual  number 
of  complaints  of  the  seed-corn  maggot,  not  only  working  in  corn 
but  in  some  places  destroying  large  areas  of  beans.

Pettit  (irnly  22):  We  have  had  serious  attacks  of  the 
"bean  and  seed-corn  maggot worse  than  any. other  in  several 
years.  Inquiry  into  conditions  shows  in  most  cases  that  ohe 
land  was  seeded  late,  owing  to  our  extremely  late  spning, 
and  that  the  seed  was  sown  deeply,  often  with  fresh  manure 
applied  Just  "before  plowing.  These  conditions  are  undou'btedly 
very  favora"ble  from  the  standpoint  of  the  insect.  Beansg^  owers 
are  very  prone  to  "blame  the  work  of  the  "bean  maggot  on  the  ^ 
hean  weevil  and  are  constantly  writing  in  to  get  some  statement/ 
where"by  they  can  place  the  "blame  on  this  other  insect  and, 
consequently,  claim  damages  from  the  seedsman.  This  mistaken 
notion  oh  the  part  of  the  growers  has  necessitated  the 
pu'blication  of  many  articles  exonerating  seedsmen  from 
responsi"bility  in  causing  the  out"break  of  maggots.

studies  it  seemed  certa^in  that  the  pest  occurred  in  this 
field  at  the  f.atG  of  ea.sil3’'  10,000  individuals  per  acre.  Of  the 
2,000  acres  in  the  entire  ranch^  SQ  acres  were  heavily  in- 
fest ed^ 

The  work  consists  in  gnawing  the  main  stem  at  the  crown 
of  the  plant,  resulting  either  in  the  complete  severence  of  the 
stem  or  in  tippling  ic  over  so  that  the  terminal  portion  dies. 
Many  plants  were  thus  attacksdo  The  encroacliment  of  the  pest 
seemed  to  take  place  chiefly  from  a wild  uncul^tivat ed  area 
lyi^g  lo  the  south  and  west  of  the  cotton  field*.  The  ranch 
manager  claimed  that  the  migration  took  place  from  the  south— 
westj  and  that  the  individuals  advance  at  a good  rate  of  travel.  » 
The  greatest  concentration  of  the  pest  appeared  to  be  among  ■ 
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the  weed  giowthj  along  fence  horders,  to  which  points  the  beetles 
were  said  to  fcetreat  with  the  rising  of  the  snn«  Eowever^  we 
had  no  trouble  in  finding  thousands  of  individuals  concealed  about 
the  field. 

The  ranch  authorities  had  applied  poisoned  bran  about  S aein, 
of  the  da2^  of  visit-..  This  was  ill*"a-dvised  s-.nce  the  pest  had 
mostly  become  inactive  by  that  time.  However,  some  few  individuals 
were  found  that  had  succumbed  to  this  treatment.  It  gives  promise 
that  if  applied  with  the  setting  of  the  sun  satisfactory  control 
may  follow. 

Probably  the  beetles  have  been  forced  to  a.ttack  the  cotton, 
owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  . native  plants  which  constitute 
the  natural  food  of  the  pest.  In  additioir^.  the  past  winter  was 
a very  dry  one  with  a resulting  scarcity  ofinative  plant  growth*

The  fact  remains  that  this  Eleodes  occurs  at  present  as  a v ery

COLUlffilNE  LEAP-MINER  (phytomyza  aau5.1  e^iao  Hardy) 

J*  Jfr  Davis  (July  22);  The  columbine  leaf-miner  was  reported 
from  Port  Wayne  as  doin^  considerable  damage  to  columbine 
Jiily  194.  Cur  observations  indicate  that  this  insect  has  been 
dectruccivQ  in  o'Cher  sections  of  the  State  the  past  few  weeks. 

GOLDENGLOW 

' 'A  SAWFLY  (species  undetermined) 

Wo  E«  Britton  (Jtdy  ll):  Gray  black-spotted  sawfly  larvae 
had  defoliated  a large  patch  of  goldenglow  at  Westport.  Most 
of  the  larvae  had  matured  and  left  the  plants,  but  some  , 
material  was  collected  for  the  purpose  of  rearing  adults. 

■IRIS 

IRIS  BORER  (Macronoctua  pnusta  Grote) 

H.  Fo  Diets  (June):  The  Iris  borer  is  again  v ery  destructive 
this  year  and  many  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
month  ffom  persons  who  grow  iris  in  ornament.al  plantings.The 
damage  done  by  this  insect  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  it 
also  spreads  tihe  root-rot  bacterium,  which  kills  the  shoot 
infe.ted  by  the  borer.

RED  SPIDER  (Tetranychus  telar ius  L.) 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  22):  Red  spiders  have  been  very  abund.ant 
at  L.aPayette  and  other  sections  of  the  State  within  the  past 
fev/  weeks,  attacking  particularly  phlox  and  other  flower-garden 
plants, 

ROSE  ^ 

ROHE  CILEFER  (Macrodractylus  subspinosus  Pab. ) 

Geo^  Nrt  Wolcott  (JdLy  9)  3 Tbe  rose  beetle  is  very  abundant 
here  now,  attacking  roses,  daisies,  blackberries,  black  alder, 
and  many  ibther  shrubs  and  trees.  It  is  reported  as  entirely 
defoliating  hydrangea  in  a cemetery  at  Holland  Patent. 

M.  H.  Sv'/enk  (June  15-J'dl.y  10):  In  Chase  County  the  rose- 
chafer  occurred  in  iieavy  flights  daring'  thB  last  week  in

ROSS  C’JRCULIO  (Rhynchites  bicolor  Fab,) 

M,  H,  Swenk  (June  l^-J'dLy  10):  The  rose  circnlio  '.7as  uriusually 
miraero-us  over  the  State  and  in  Kimball  County  v/as  reported  as 
puncturing  all  of  the  rose  buds  and  blasting  them  before  they 
opened. 


COmiiOYi  ROSS  SLUG  (Caliroa  aethiops  Fab.) 

H.  F.  Dietz  (jure):  Rose  s3.ugG  are  becoming  a serious  pest  on 
roses. 

M.  H.  Snenk  (June  15*-July  10):  Roses  V7ere  very  heavily  attacked 
during  the  last  half  of  June  all  over  southeastern  Nebraska  by  the 
common  rose  slug, 

Don  C*  Mote  (June  1):  Lojrvae  of  this  insect  are  numerous  at 
Salem  and  Corvallis,

M0SQ,UIT0ES  ( Cul ex  spp.) 

H.  F,  Dietz  (June):  Due  to  the  unusu<-J.ly  wet  weather  mosquitoes 
( Cul  ex  spp.)  have  been  exceedingly . almndbin^  la  any  place  where 
there  is  standing  water.  At  Millersville,  Muncie,  Noblesviile, 
and  in  various  parts  of  Indianapolis  mosquitoes  have  been  so 
atnundant  that  people  have  been  forced  to  stay  indoors  after 
dark.  In  shaded  localities  they  are  also  as  rcuch  a nuisance  in 
the  daytime  as  at  night. 

CHIGGERS  (Trorabicula  tlal zahuatl  Itoray) 

F.  C«  Bishopp  (June):  Chiggers  contirptdd  to  be  present  in  v ery 
annoying  niambers  throughout  June.  Uhile  everyone  talks  of  their 
abundance  and  annoyance  they  are  probably  no  worse  than  normal 
at  this  season  of  the  year. 

CAT  AND  DCG  FLEAS  (Ct  eno  cephalus  f el i s Bouche  & 

C.  canis  Bo ache) 

F.  C%  Bishcpp  (July  29):  Have  been  occurring  as  household  pests 
in  the  Atlantic  States  in  an  unusual  niimber  of  cases.  ^ great  many 
complaints  have  been  received  from  Maryland,  Virginia, and 
Pennsylvania,

P*  Ca  Bishopp  (Jiine)  : Considerahle  annoyance  was  experienced  in 
Bedias  County  due"  to  the  houa  ily  throughout  the  month  of  June, 
The  numhers  were  grea-tly  reduced^  however^  owing  to  the  hot 
wea.ther  which,  occurred  acout  the  lyth., 

Bi»  Co  Parman  (June  25);  Ihe  horn  fly  has  decreased  considerably 
throughout  the  ITvalde  section  during  Thanrioath  and  at  present 
is  aiinoying  cattle  T’ery  little^  In  the,  heads  of  the  canyozis 
the  flies  are  most  numerous  from  a few  to  ^00  on  co.tble;  in  other 
sectic  3 from  0 to  2C0  at  most« 

SCREJJGRM 

Ci>  Bishopp  (June):  The  number  of  .sr'rewfvorm  cases  in  Texas  has 
been  considerably  less  this  spring  8.nd  summer  than  usual. 
Comparatively  few  cases  were  reported  in.  tlie  vici.nity  of  Balias 
and  Sonora  ri'O  to  Jane  2Ch  At  TJralde  and  In  tiio  hills  to  the 
north  nearly  all  ranchmen  had  some  cases^'  the  n:tjmber  ranging 
up  to  about  1 i'r  2 x;er  c-3r:,i;„  Some  Ta::chme.rA  who  are  restocking 
their  pastures  with  steers  took  chances  with  branding  and  dehorn- 
ing in  Jsae  and  in  these  cases  the  Infestation  ran  from  20  to 
50  per  cent, 

BBPPALO  GrllkTS  (TlrmrlliLm  vittatum  Sett,) 

P*  Cu  Bishopp  (June):  These  insects  were  found  in  moderate 
numbers  in  the  ears  of  livestock  pastured  near  running  strenms 
in  Balias  County.  TTie  ears  of  animals  were  also  considerably 
irritated  by  the  bites  of  flies,  presumab!^y  of  this  species,  in 
Uvalde  and  Prio  Counties# 
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HGRSS-PLISS '(Tahanidae). 

C4  Eishopp  (July  29):  Certain  dairymen  in  the  vicinity  of 
Washington  C.>  complain  of  an  unpr edvedented  abundance  of 
horseflies.  They  are  so  numerous  as  to  cause  the  cattle  to 
seek  protection  throughout  the  day*

CiilffCN  EQRSS— FLY  (Tahanus  ruhescens  Bellardi) 

D*  Ca  Farman  (June  25):  The  canyon  her se-^f]y  has  increased 
some  during  the  month  and  the  irrTe station  in  the  canyon  is 
about  50  per  cent  of  normal  or  from  0 to  a dozen  on  animals 
during  the  hours  of  activity,  averaging  about  one  to  the 
animal*  The  number  in  the  lower  co'mtrv  is  approximately  the 
same  as  last  month  or  about  half  as  many  as  in  the  canyons* 

HORSE  BOT-FLY  ( Ca  st  r 0 nh  ilu  s intestinal  is  DeG-*) 

F.  C*  Bishopp  (jime)?  This  species  a,pp eared  and  began  laying 
eggs  on  horses  in  Dallas  about  June  1*  On  O'une  fD  T^orses 
at  Reagan  Wells  were  observed  to  be  rather  heavily?'  .infested 
with  ^-rgs  of  this  species*  They  are  considerably  earlier

F*  C*  Bishopp  (June):  This  species 'appeared  and  began  laying 
eggs  on  horses  in  Dallas  about  June  i«,-  On  June  20  horses  at 
Reagan  Wells  were  observed  to  be  rather  hea.v3.ly  infested  with 
eggs  of  this  specieso  Tiiey  are  considerably  earlier  than  normal 
in  their  anpeorance  this  season* 

LCI7E  STAR  TICK  (Amblyonma  amerlcanum  L*) 

F*  C*  Bishopp  (June),’  Goats  and  sheep  in  c ertain  southwestern 
Texas  counties  are  rather  heavily'  infested  with  these  ticks. 

In  some  instances  they  are  undoubtedly  responsible  for 
infestations  of  screw^Jorm.

BUFFALO  GHATS  (.Fro sums'll  ium  pecuantim  R51ey) 

F*  C*  Bishopp  (June):  At  the  end  of  rerjorts  were  received 
from  Fallen  to  the  effect  that  these  g^iats  were  causing  serious 
losses  among  tunkeys  and  other  pouitiy  in  that  section.  Some 
turkeys  were  said  to  be  actually  killed  by'*"the  gnats.

ARGENTINE  ANT  (Iridomyrroex  liimilis  Mayr) 

M»  Rx-»  Smith  (June  30)  t Two  years  ago  one  arid  a half  city  blocks 
in  Payette  were  found  infested  with  A,rgentine  ants*  In  the  fall 
of  1922  and  the  fall  of  1923  an  Argentine  ant  campaign  was  pat 
on  by  the_  State  Plant  Board  in  cooperation  with  the  city 
authorities,  Avery  careful  inf’e  st  igat  ion  on  Jane  23  and  24 
revealed  no  Argentine  ants  and  the  trriter  feels  hJ-ttie  hesitancy 
in  stating  that  the  ants  have  been  eradicated^  Recently  this 
office  received  Argentine  ants  from  Stafford  Springs  and  from 
Orvisburg^  (JdLy  '()t  Specimens  ha^e  just  been  received  from 
Coffeeville*  • , 

PAEIAOAH’S  iPPI  (Monomer lum  pharaonis  L.) 

M*  E«;  Smith  (June  30);  Paraoh^s  ant  is  infesting  numerous  houses 
in  Meridian  in  which  the  Argentine  ant  was  formerly  the  one  and 
only  ant  pest.  This  seems  to  be  replacing  the  Argentine  ant, 

LITTLE  BLA.CK  ANT  (Mpnomori.um  mrpdYrum  Bdck;) 

M.  R^  Smith  (June  30):  The  tiny  black  £int  is  infesting  numerous 
houses  in  Meridian  in  which  the  Argentine  ant  was  formerly  the 
one  and  only  ant  pest.  This  seems  to  be  replacing  the  Argentine 
ant* 

ANTS  (Formic idae) 

P,  Sherman  (July  50*  The  complaints  ha\^e  been  increasing  in 
recent  years  - usually  no  specimshs  are  sent  and  correspondents 
merely  report  them  as  a nuisance  in  houses,  on  lawns,  etc.  A recent] 
complaint  is  from  a hospital.  Mention  is  sometimes  made  of  ” small 
black  ants,’’  or  "large 'black  ants.;"  or  "large  red  ants,"  from 
which  it  is  evident  that  several  species  are  concerned,

AU  ART  (Eciton  schmitti  Emery) 

M*  R»  Smith  (July  21):  Today  the  writer  saw  hundredsab'f 
workers  which  had  been  killed  by  a lady  by  means  of  insect 
powder  and  the  $1,000  guarantee  powder.  The  ants  ^ad  made 
a temporary  nest  under  several  flowerpots  and  when  discovered 
were  immediately  killed.

P»  C*  Bishopp  (Juae):  During  eanly  June  several  reports  were 
received  of  the  appearance  of  scorpions  in  considenhble 
numbers  within  houses.

Rhode  Island  E^  Stene  - The  only  complaint  which  has. reached 

this  office  diiring;  the  present  month  is  hiR  the  increased 
ao'Civities  in  the  Erjropean  earwig  colony  in  ITewport» 

Residents  of  that  city  are  complaining  that  the  insect 
is  present  in  unnsaally  large  namhers  and  is  heginning  to 
do  a great  deal  of  damage^  . '
